I count it a privilege to liave been born, into a home with Christian parents and grandparents. 
' do not remember my first day at Sunday School or Church, for I was a mere babe in arms when I 
fi rst 'heard' the gospel. . 



No doubt it was because of my deeply religious upbringing that I early felt the weight of sin 
on my heart. However, I sat through a number of 'Revival Meetings' and 'Invitations' before I had 

the courage to make a public confession. Finally, at the age of eleven, I accepted Christ as my 

Saviour, for I was unable to bear the heavy load any longer. In this experience I felt a terrific re- 
lief of sins forgiven. There was no doubt whatsoever, . nor has there ever been in my mind, but that 
initial experience of salvation was genuine. 

My experience in the following years was not always on that high plane of living. Several 
times I made fresh commitments to the Lord, only to cool off in my zeal for Chri st. 

Trying to pin-point the reasons for the 'coolness' which too often crept between myself and 

my Lord, I concS-uded that insufficient food (i.e. private devotions) invariably resulted in a lean 

Christian experience. When my soul was ill-fed, myoid nature was too weak to resist all the temp- 
tations with whi ch I was faced. 

Toronto Bible College has strengthened my faith and confidence in God, immeasurably. I 

have learned not only the necessity of staying clbse to Christ, but the blessedness of feeling His 

guiding hand regarding life's service for Him. Foreign Missions was always for someone else, but 
not for me, before I came to Toronto Bible College. Maybe it is still meant for someone else, but 
I'm giving the Lord a chance to use me wherever He wishes, in this wor^d of His. 

It is my sole purpose to remain faithful unto, death, to the One who conquered death for me. 
I have yet a lot to learn, and a lot of areas to perfect for my Lord, but by the help of God I trust 
that I shall be 'more than conqueror through Chri st'.

The Reverend Merlin Grove, B.Th. '59 



On July 10, 1960, Merlin Grove and hi s family sailed to Somalia in East Afaica to serve the Lord 
Jesus , Christ with the Somalia Mennonite Mission. Just two years later, on July 16, 1962, Merlin 
was stabbed to death by a Muslim fanatic as he was registering children for the Christian school. .

We 
dedicate this year's Gateway to the memory of Merlin, and to all our Missionary Alumni who share 
his desire to magnify Christ, 'whether it be by life, or by death.'
